Mr. J. B. Edwards, a corres-

Mr. Edwards states that the 
Honduran Peso was changed to 
the Lempira in 1931 and not in 
1933 as stated in the Scott Cata- 
logue. 

In checking up this matter we 
were confused and at a loss to 
discover how Mr. Edwards ° had 
made the statement that Scott 
gave the date as 1933. The as- 
sumption was that Seott lists the 
‘issue, “The Flag of the Race” as 
of 1933, which is doubtless the 
correct year and that this issue 
shows the high value stamp as 
the 1 Lempira.

Perforating Postage Stamps Source 
Of Many Errors Eagerly Sought For 
By Stamp Collectors Of All Nations 





The last mechanical operation in the production of our postage 
stamps is the process of perforating, so that they may be readily 


separated for use on our daily mail, 
less importance than any of the other production operations, 


By no means however of any 
but at 


the same time a modern process when we compare it with engraving 
or printing, which have been familiar to us for centuries past. When 


postage stamps were first put Se 





stamps had to be cut apart with 
a pair of shears or a knife blade, 
it was not until 1854 that British 
stamps were first issued in per- 
forated form, however it was al- 
most immediately after the first 
stamps were put in use _ that 
Henry Archer made proposals to 
the government in Great Britain 
for methods to seperate the stamps 
by piercing the paper between 
the rows of stamps so the stamps 
could be readily torn apart. 


Archer was finally commission- 
ed to build machines for this work 
and eventually, in 1854 British 
stamps began to appear for pub- 
lic use in perforated form, Prior 
to this date there had been num- 
erous experiments with various 
kinds of perforating and stamps 
used in these experiments were 
used in the posts and are among 
some of the most sought for rar- 
ities of British issues. 


Following the first use of per- 
forated stamps there were many 
other forms of seperating stamps, 
proposed by different inventors, 
forms other than that of the round 
hole perforation now in use, but 
no other form of perforating fas 
been so thoroughly satisfactory 











ical as the round hole 
which was the first method used 
on early postage stamps. 

Collectors might find it-an in- 
teresting study to gather a page 
of stamps in their album which 
would show all the various forms 
of perforating that have been 
used on stamps and such a page 
would reveal several types of 
perforating that are almost un- 
known in use today. 





The most common, outside of 
round hole perforating is the slit 
or slot roulette. A roulette is a 
succession of short slits or slots 
cut or pierced into the paper, thus 
making it practical to tear apart 
in a straigth line. Other forms 
were a succession of small arcs 
or a serpentine line cutting almost 
through the paper and weaken- 
ing it in such manner that it 
could be torn apart readily, but 
never a satisfactory or practical 
method. 

After many years of experi- 
menting to find, other means than 
the round hole "method of perfor- 
ating, it seems that the round hole 
is th method that has proven most 
practical and as a result of this,

Australian Law On 
Photographing Stamps 


The law in Australia with ree 
gard to the photographic or printe- 
ed reproduction of postage stamps 
seems to be very similar to that in 
this country. In Australia, one 
is permitted to photograph a 
stamp and make a print in black

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Those Twenly Dollar 
Imperforafe Revenues 
Revive Ghost Of Farley 


Quite a bit has already been 
printed in the different Phila- 
telic publications about a_ sheet 
of $20 Doctumentary Revenues 
that were found imperforate in 
the Philatelic Revenue Agency at 
Washington, D. C. 

Government employees in this 
‘Agency should well know that 
there is a standing order that 
postage stamps which get into 
the hands of Postal Service em- 
ployees, postmasters, etc, and 
which are in unfinished or de- 
fective condition, should be re- 
turned to the Department for 
destruction. 

Some time ago a_ Brooklyn 
stamp clerk knowingly sold sev- 
eral sheets of the bi-color six 
cent airmail, which were imper- 
forate one way. Unquestionably, 
this clerk knew the ruling as re- 
gards such stamps and should 
have returned them to Washing- 
ton. Failing to do this he should 
be discharged and we believe this 
is just what did happen. 

Now we learn that an employee 
of the Revenue Philatelic Agency 
at Washington, has sold a num- 
ber of stamps from an unperfor- 
ated sheet of $20 Documentary 
Stamps. Certainly this clerk knew 
that these stamps were not right 
and that they should not have 
been released, or does the re- 
gulation governing the sale of 
postage stamps in defective con- 
dition apply likewise to revenues? 

If so, then there is another 
elerk that should be discharged. 
When Mr. Farley let out some un- 
finished sheets of postage stamps 
a few years ago collectors soon 
Jearned of the fact and set up a 
clamor which was only. stilled 
when it was announced that sim- 
ilar sheets would be made avail- 
able for collectors purchase and 
as a result collectors were all 
struck a goodly sum to obtain the 
warious stamps for their collect- 
jons. Collectors do not want to 
have to repeat this performance 
to get $20 Documentary stamps 
in unperforated condition, for to 
obtain a collector piece in such 
an instance would mean an out- 
lay of $40, for the collector must 
have such items in pairs to prove 
their imperforate condition and 
who among the collectors is go- 
ing to start a howl that could re- 


sult in sticking each collector 
who wants such stamps, a full 
$40.00. 


A reference to these stamps in 
Mekeel’s Weekly of July 27 at- 
tempts to smooth over the sit- 
uation by remarking “No doubt 
many expressive remarks will be 
voiced about those fortunate 
enough to obtain copies of this 
stamp, but if you or I had the 
same opportunity, we would cer- 
tainly have jumped at_ the 
chance.” 

All very well, but when such 
opportunity comes along we al- 
ways see the name of Mr. Ickes 
@s one of the fortunates and 
when the names of Americas big- 
ger dealers and collectors are the 
only ones featured with such 


finds we are led to believe they 
are not finds at all and not 
chance at all. 


We have frequently advocated 
that the Scott Catalog refuse to 
recognize as issued stamps any- 
thing that has not been sold over 
a regular postoffice window or 
jn this case a legitimate window 
outlet for revenue stamps. Call 
them proofs or unfinished stamps 
and keep them out of catalog 
listings as Major varieties.

Several 
of th dealers will be willing to 
wholesale a few items on which 
they are overstocked but there 
is yet to appear a full time whole- 
sale precancel dealer. It runs in 
my mind that some one did ad- 
vertise some years back that they 
were going to deal in precancels 
on a wholesale scale and sell to 
retail dealers only. But as I re- 
member it they soon faded. 
Stocks of precancels are accumu- 
lated by buying odd lots, small 
and large collections, mixtures 
and of course those that are of 
the bath tub variety. After you 
are once in the precancel game 
either as a collector or dealer you 
can soon see why there can hardly 
be such a thing as a wholesale 
dealer. I can’t explain it other 
than to say the precancel situa- 
tion is just not set up that way. 


CHOOSE NOW 

It is very apparent that if you 
are honest with yourself and 
your government you will curb 
your traveling &ctivities down to 
the barest necessity. That of 
course will mean more time at 
home. Foreign stamps are high 
and of limited variety now.

PERFORATING STAMPS 
SOURCE OF MANY ERRORS 
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experiments were thereafter made 
to improve upon the means of 
applying the round hole perfora- 
tion, 

In the early days this was done 
by perforating only a_ single 
straight line of holes across a 
sheet, then shifting the sheet and 
adding another row of perforating 
and continuing in this manner un- 
til all the stamps had been per- 
forated horizontally between and 
then turning the sheet and per- 
forating all of them vertically be- 
tween. This was a slow process 
and the first machines would per- 
forate about five sheets of paper 
at one time. Machines made by 
Archer were able to _ perforate 
abut 3200 sheets daily. By 1874 
improvements had been made 
which permitted a single machine 
to perforate 5000 sheets per day. 

The next problem was natural- 
ly to increase production or to 
find methods which would do the 
job quicker, and as a result var- 
ious improvements were made, 
the chief aim being to find means 
whereby more than a single row 
of perforations could be applied 
at one time and as a result of this 
effort there was perfected a meth- 
od which we stamp collectors re- 
fer to as “comb” perforation. This 
was the piercing of the round holes 
through the sheets of stamps in a 
complete single row across the 
sheet and at the same time, short 
rows at right angles to the main 
line were punched between the 
stamps in the other direction, so 
that at each operation of the per- 
forating machine, a complete line 
across the sheet was perforated 
as well as between the stamps in 
the row pf stamps under the per- 
forated line, then the sheet was 
moved down to the next row of 
stamps and the operation repeat- 
ed until the sheet had been moved 
entirely through the machine and 
when this was completed, the en- 
tire sheet had been perforated in 
both directions by the simple pro- 
cess of running it through the 
machine once rather than twice as 
in the old method. 

The name “comb” perforating 
is taken from the ordinary comb 
with which one combs their hair, 
the long back line of the comb 
representing a row of perfora- 
tions and the teeth extending 
down from the back line repre- 
senting the other perforations, ex- 
cept that about 11 out of every 
twelve teeth in the comb would 
have to be knocked out to give 
you a complete picture of the 
comb. It might be illustrated in 


this manner:

Some of the elaty stamps of 
Queensland were perforated with 
this comb machine and when col- 
lectors obtain a block of four of 
the tsamps they may note that 
the vertical perforating lines do 
not run true. This is caused by the 
fact that in shifting the sheets of 
stamps in the machine, they have 
been moved sidewise just enough 
that the vertical lines of perfor- 
ation do not connect properly. 

Evidently this method of per- 
foratigg was never satisfactory 
and there was but little use made 
of it in perforating postage stamps. 

As experiments progressed. the 
greatest progress was made _ in 
producing machines which would 
handle straight lines of perfor- 
ating in a more rapid manner 
and it was not until in fairly re- 
cent years that machines were per- 
fected which are known as ro- 
tary perforating machines, These 
are built with a cylindrical roller 
studded with short blunt edged 
pins which fit into holes drilled 
in another roller or plate and 
which properly mesh as the rol- 
lers revolve, The sheets of stamps 
are fed between these rollers and 
the small teeth pierce the paper. 
A complete sheet can thus be per- 
forated in one direction by the 
simple process of feeding ~ it 
through the machine and at high 
speed 


It is this me(god and type of 
machine that is shown in the il- 
lusration wherein’ sheets of the 
new Canada War Effort stamps 
are being produced.

the young lady who is feeding the 
machine, there is a pile of sheets. 
These are picked up one at a time 
and fed into the machine so that 
you note an almost continuous 
row of sheets going through the 
machine. In this illustration the 
entire machine is not pictured for 
the sheets that you see passing 
through the machine are being 
perforated between all stamps in 
the sheet in one direction only, 
either horizontally or vertically. 
As the sheets move on through 
the machine, carried by tapes, 
they reach a point where they are 
automatically shifted to one side 
and continue on through another 
set of rollers which perforate them 
in the other direction, coming out 
of the machine fullly perforated 
in both directions. 

This tnen is the last operation 
of importance before the stamps 
reach the public. Sheets are count- 
ed in piles of 100, heavy cards 
slipped petween each pile and 
then taken to the cutter room 
where large power operated pa- 
per cutters cut them into quarters. 
You understand that the sheets 
shown are those which are print- 
ed with 400 stamps to a sheet, for 
the small size stamps and that 


into sheets of 100 stamps before 
being shipped to the postoffices all 
over the country. 

These perforating machines are 
built by different manufacturers, 
but the general process in most 
of the machines is quite similar 
and the finished product from all 
of them practically the same, 

Thus while we today accept per- 
forating as a matter of course, 
imagine if you can, ,what difficul- 
ties we would have and what an 
enormous amount of time would 
be required if we had to cut our 
stamps apart as in the first years 
of the postage stamp. If might 
well be said that the postage 
stamp is the mother of the per- 
forating machine.

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Solomon Islands Home 
Building Like Early 
American Barn Raising 





Whether our forefathers copied 
their early American Barn Rais- 
ing methods from the Solomon 
[Islanders or whether the Solomon 
Islanders have adopted their 
methods might be a question for 
William Jennings Bryan and 
Clarence Darrow to debate with 
relation to evolution, if they were 
still here to argue the matter, but 
the facts seem to be that there is 
much similarity in the two oper- 
ations. How well does early Am- 
erican History tell of the Barn 
Raisings and big times had at such 
affairs and it séems according to 
an item in Stamp Collecting of 
London, that the Solomon Island- 
ers build their homes and celebrate 
in much the same manner as you 
will note from reading the story 
herewith, 

House-building in the Solomon 
Islands is at once a personal and 
a communal affair. Everyone is 
his own builder, but his neighbors 
are called in to assist, there being 
no building trade union. A site 
having been selected, the area is 
pegged out roughly in the form 
of a parallelogram. The ground 
is then cleared and levelled, and 
holes dug to accommodate the up- 
rights. These usually number 
eight along each side, four at 
either end and thrée down the 
centre to support the roof. The 
wood cut for these posts is the 
hardest obtainable, so as to re- 
sist the activities of white ants. 

The side posts are raised only 
three or four feet from the ground, 
but the centre poles, which are to 
carry the rafters, are from eight 
to twelve feet high. All building 
material is gathered from the 
bush, bamboo for the rafters and 
supports and narrow planks of 
wood from the sago-palm to form 
the outer walls, The roof is 
thatched with the leaf of the same 
invaluable tree, which, by reason 
of their length, strength and 
glossy surface, provide ample 
protection against the fierce trop- 
ical rains. 

Corner posts are elaborately 
carved to ward of? evil spirits, 
and the walls decorated with 
bamboo strips woven into intricate 
and ornamental patterns. These 
serve also to divide the interior 
into rooms, with a common fire- 
place in the centre. 

During the building of the house 
frequent feasts are held to reward 


: and encourage the workers, cul- 
| Minating in a grand banquet, at- 


tended by all the villagers, when 
the roof-tree is finally in place. 
Such is an abridged description 
of house-building In The. Isles Of 
King Solomon, as related by Mr. 
A. I. Hopkins, its author. 

A typical Solomon Islands house 
appears in the design of the latest 
10s. stamp of the Protectorate. 
Beside it stands a sago-palm, from 


which it is largely constructed.

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PROJECT FOR THE AMERICAN PHILATELIC SOCIETY 

This editorial is addressed to the American Philatelic Society 
because of the fact that this Society has shown within the last couple 
years that it might be prevailed upon to attempt some constructive 
work for Philately. 

The Society did take the step which brought about the proposal 
that repaired, reperforated and altered stamps should be marked in 
such manner as to identify them for what they are. 

Years ago, your editor advocated a uniform and universal set of 
Auction terms and rules. The coming convention of the Society has 
listed as a part of its program, a proposal to set forth and urge the 
adoption of such terms or rules, We sincerely hope it will succeed, 

Both of the above matters are matters that long ago should have 
been handled by the organized stamp dealers of America, It is no 
credit to American stamp dealers that a collectors organization 
should have to force upon them matters which they should know 
would serve the best interests of our hobby, for the dealers hold a 
very responsible position in our hobby and it is for their best inter- 
est that the hobby be kept clean and that the rules of the trade pro- 
mote all that is good in the hobby, 

However, since the dealers as an organization choose to overlook 
and avoid any attempt to clear up matters such as these we want to 
congratulate the American Philatelic Society for its efforts in this 
direction, 

At the same convention, where the matter of Auction terms and 
rules, is to be discussed, a publisher of one of the weekly stamp 
Magazines is scheduled to make an address, the title or subject of 
which deals with the woes and troubles of the Philatelic Publisher, 

Whether this publisher is making this address for the express 
purpose of suggesting to the Society that it also make an attempt to 
help erase some of the difficulties about which we would believe he 
would talk, we are unable to state, but we do know that no effort 
has been made by the Publishers themselves to eliminate many of 
the serious and troublesome problems that confront all publishers -or 
to devise a set of rules, regulations, or form a code of ethics that 
would be beneficial both to themselves as well as to the dealers who 
buy their advertising space and to the collectors who buy stamps, 

: For fear that this will not be asked of the American Philatelic 
Society, we take this means of suggesting that the Society as the 
publisher of a Monthly Philatelic Publication, take steps to formu- 
late a series of rules, regulations, or a code of ethics to be subscribed 
to by publishers of Philatelic publications, 

There is much need for such, Only within the past week have 
we had a letter from a liberal user of adxertising space who writes 
us with regard to the publication of advertising copy wherein a deal- 
er advertises stamps at a large discount with the statement that such 
stamps as are offered are good copies, yet when an approval selec- 
tion of the offered stamps is obtained through another source, it is 
found that practically every stamp in the selection is defective in 
some manner or other. The point the complaining dealer makes is 
that such advertising is creating in the mind of the prospective buyer, 
the idea that good stamps can be bought at the low prices offer- 
ed. Whereas as a matter of fact, such is not the case. Any collector 
who knows much about stamps soon learns that there are certain 
stamps which are always available at a small fraction of the Scott 
Catalogue price. These stamps are usually of countries that are un- 
popular or of stamps that are common in unsurcharged condition ond 
when overprinted or surcharged are priced high, yet the stamps are 
so apparently questionable as to genuineness of surcharge and fre- 
quently are spurious surcharges which are so well done that it is 
difficult if not impossible to detect them that their status is ques- 
tionable and as a result, collectors avoid such stamps and their sale 
is usually only to those who are looking for stamps at a small frac- 
tion of catalogue value, 

On the other hand a collector soon‘learns that good sound stamps 
of sound countries usually sell at a fair price and are not available 
at 10 to 1507, of catalogue value, Yet if advertising of the sort we 
have referred to is permitted to appear and a collector does not ob- 
tain a selection of the offered stamps for examination, there is crea- 
ted in the minds of many collectors a belief that all stamps generally 
might be available at such low prices. 

There are remedies which we believe can be used to correct such 
things as this one example we have given, yet it is by no means the 
sole matter that needs correction, but is cited as an example. In cer- 
tain lines of retail trade, merchants organizations have rules which 
forbid misleading or dishonest statements in advertsements. Whether 
this is a part of the Fair Trade Law and could be applied to stamp 
advertising is a matter that we will leave to the legal fraternity, but 
certainly whether there is a law on the subject or not, a thorough 
cooperation of philatelic publishers could eliminate such a situation 
which is detrimental to other dealers as well as to the hobby in 
general, 

Naturally, you who read this discussion will ask why we, as the 
publisher of a stamp journal do not, refuse to print such advertising 
copy since we apparantly believe that it should not be printed. We 
are glad to have you ask that question for the answer is so sound 
and simple that we want to reply to that question right here. 

Publishers of stamp papers are organized in no manner whatever, 





We know of no line of business in which every other participant is 
so much like a wolf sitting by to grab the crumbs from the table 
of the other fellow as are publishers of stamp papers. There is little 
or on cooperation, repeated efforts on our part in the past to get 
cooperatin in certain matters which we can explain if need be, fail- 
ed to get such cooperation. 

In one instance in particular wherein through publication of an 
article in our paper, we were instrumental in breaking up a practice 
which would have made all of our U, S. Stamps as cheap and com- 
mon as cancelled to order Liberians, we were refused the coopera- 
tion of other publishers whom we asked to help in the matter, 

We knew that immediately, if we published the matter, that we 
would lose certain advertising patronage. Other publishers whom 
we asked for help knew that such would be the situation if they 
helped us. Result—we printed the matter in question, a telegram 
cancelled the advertising contract of the person involved who was 
an advertiser in our paper and immediately the advertiser who had 
been using space in a New York paper came out in that paper with 
bigger space, That then is the reason why we, as an individual can 
not make a fight alone. If we refuse certain copy because it is ques- 
tionable or undesirable copy, other publishers will sit with open 
hands and accept the business which we have refused and pretty 
soon, if kept up very long, our publication would perish. 3 

The advertiser in question in the above statement is still doing 
business n New York City and in all the years since we printed the 
article in question we have been without advertising patronage from 
this dealer, yet the New York publisher has received many hundreds 
of dollars in payment for space in his paper from this same party. 

It is therefore for this reason that we call upon you stamp col- 
lectors of America, through your national organization, the Ameri- 
can Philatelic Society, to force upon the Philatelic Press of this 
country some of the needed rules and regulations that will work to 
the best interests and advantage of your hobby, 

Philatelic Publishers properly organized and working for the 
best interests of the hobby can do more to correct faults, clean up 
dishonest and unfair practices and make our hobby a clean and suc.

official announcement, was issued 


to commemorate the 150th anniversary of the Independence of Ver- 
mont and also the Battle of Bennington, Vermont was not one of the 


tion, and was closely followed by 
the downfall of Burgoyne. 

The stamp roughly follows a 
sketch by Mrs. F. Haviland Sib- 
Jey which wd submitted by Mr. 
John Spargo, head of an organiza- 
tion which was formed in Benn- 
ington ‘n 1924. They labored long 
and hard to get either a stamp or 
a coin for the 1927 celebration 
and finally succeeded by congres- 
sional influence in getting the 
Postmaster General to provide a 
stamp. 

The 2-—Green Mountain Boy— 
was issued on August 3, 1927, perf. 
11 and unwatermarked. It appears 
in carmine rose and dark carmine 
rose, with no minor varieties 
known as constant. Printed in 
sheets of 400 and cut into panes 
of 100, there are 12 position blocks 
besides the plate number blocks. 

The first printing was of twenty 
million stamps but they proved so 
popular that a second printing was 
ordered, so the final total was 
39,974,900. Eight plates were used, 
beginning with 19035 and ending 
with 19042. ® 

. First day covers are only known 
from Bennington, Vermont, the 
Department again failing to put 
the stamps on sale August 3d in 





Washington and at the Agency as 
promised in the official announce- 
ment of the stamp.

That there is more to Philately 
than “collecting stamps” has been 
observed for a good many years 
but it has been left to Miss Mary 
Naomi Foster to place, what 
might aimost be considered the 
final seal of approval upon the 
subject, by her master’s thesis, 
“Postage Stamps as a Tool for 
the Religious Educator’, submit- 
ted in part fulfillment of the 
Master’s degree, to the faculty of 
the Hartford School of Religious 
Education, Wellesley College, 
Wellesley, Mass. in Dee. 1940. 
An unusual thesis, to say the 
least. Its value was recognized, 
as the thesis was accepted  to- 
wards the degree. ~ 


To digest the 125 pages would 
fill more space than can readily 
be given over to it, but a few 
high spots may be of interest. 

The postage stamp, being ob- 
jective, colorful, artistic and with- 
al interesting, can be used not 
only to stimulate interest of and 
in itself, but is a potent means of 
developing a large reenforcing 
interst in the large number of 
subjects covered by this little 
piece of paper. 


The authoress illustrates this 
by selecting a few subjects such 
as medicine and literature, using 
characteristic stamps (mounted in 
the thesis) as objective material. 

The major part of the work is 
based upon “The Story of Chris- 
tianity” with a large number of 
stamps used as “building blocks” 
to erect an objective’ structure 
which, pictorially, tells the story 
from antiquity to date. There 
are other phases of _ religion 
which serve in a similar direc- 
tion. A good deal of excellent 
detailing has been done show- 
ing that a large amount of time 
and effort and thought were 
spent upon the whole subject. It 
is a fine piece of work. 


Aside from a good bibliography 
appended to the thesis, Scott’s 
catalog was used for the funda- 
mental data on stamps and a 
careful selection of maiterial is 
evident. The authoress also gives 
some suggestions for lists of 
stamps, by Scott’s numbers and 
countries. One of 200, illustrates 
the story of Christianity, another 
lists 188 churches and cathedrals, 
52 ake on christian symbolism, 
ete These constitute a good 
background for further research. 


The appendix contains a num- 
ber of graphs such as countries 
which have issued stamps having 
religious significance, another 
showing divisions of these issues 
into various categories. 


In addition we find a list of 
the names of countries as found 
on their stamps and an inter- 
pretation of same. Included are 
lists of Greek and Cyrillic in- 


scriptions and also a list of 
stamps with  indistinguishable 
|characters and marks. There is 


a brief outline of stamp collect- 
ing similar to those found in the 
literature of the subject. 


It has been a most interesting 
experience to read and _ digest 





this thesis; it is probably unique 
in the educational literature. 
The educator in religious sub- 
jects should find it a most stim- 
ulating and valuable as well as 
fascinating dissertation.

Since 1933 there 
have been thirty-three stamps issued in the United States that have 
more First Day covers than the “Win the War” stamp issued on July

Next comes a cachet that had 
no name either within or outside 
the cover. In red is the American 
eagle on his Coat of Arms. The 
cover from Bush shows Abe Lin- 
coln with the wording about the 
picture in red, white and blue 
riboon, “Today More than Ever.” 
Under the picture is the wording 
from Lincoln’s Gettysburg ad- 
dress, “And that Government of 
the people, by the people, for the 
people, shall not perish from the 
earth.” 

The Aritcraft cachet of the 
Washington Stamp Exchange has 
come to me from that. company 
and from Mitchell Stamp House 
and from an unnamed party. This 
engraved cover shows pictures 
from the Astetcraft pxoduction, 
Food production, and Shipbuilding 
industry forming a V with the 
wording “First Day of Issue, Win 
the War Stamp, We Will.” The 
Farnmm cachet has come to me 
from House of Farnam, Inc., Rex 
Stamp House. and Lincoln A. 
Russell. As always this cachet is 
engraved and is placed in the 
upper left hand corner of , the 
cover. “Fight for Victory” is the 
wording on the cachet. 

“The ‘Win the War’ stamp was 
issued by the United States post- 
office Department on July 4th, 
1942 to spur to victory the war 
effort of the nation in the com- 
bined struggle of the democrac- 
ies against the forces of aggress- 
ion” states the Anderson historic 
cachet. This cachet came to me in 
black ink from the Boy’s Stamp 
Club, and in blue ink from 
Athol W, Cliff, printer, and frém 
Dee’s Stamp House. The _ Ioor 
eachet shows the eagle in blue 
(wings making a large “V’’) and 
stars and ribbon in red. This 
eachet has come to me from the 
printer, Harry lIoor, and from 
Nona Warren as well as from an 
unnamed party. 

I -have five copies of the 
Cachet-craft cover of the Fred- 
erick B. Fitts Co. It is interest- 
ing to note that the blue ink of this 
cachet is in at least three differ- 
ent shades—the red is all the 
same shade. The cachet came to 
me from Frederick B. Fitts Co., 


from Charles W. Tolman, ‘and 
from three unnamed parties.

Stamps And Postmarks 





Midway. Island, scene of the 
American victory over the Jap- 
anese Fleet, in commor? with the 
other possessions of the U. S. A., 
boasts no stamps of its own, but 
makes use of those current in the 
mother country in denominations 
1 to 10 cents inclusive. Formerly 
while the Trans-Pacific air mail 
service was operating, the 350 cent 
air mail stamp was also stocked 
by the island post office. Since 
November Ist, 1940, this office has 
been under military control, mak- 
ing use of a postmark in the form 
of a_ single-line circle lettered 
“Midway Det. 3rd Def. Bat. Fleet 
Marine Force,” with the date in 
three lines across the diameter. 
Some years ago, to wit between 
June 13th, 1903, and June 30th, 
1918, there was a civil postal ag- 
ency on Midway Island, attached 
for administrative purposes to the 
Hawaiian postal sector, The agent 
of the Commercial Pacific Cable 
Company acted as postmaster dur- 
ing this period. 

Actually, five different types of 
postmarks have been employed by 
the post office on Midway Island 
at various times, and in view of 
the latest war news from that 
region we imagine they will take 
on an enhanced value in the eyes 
of collectors of U. S. stamps used 
overseas.
